yellow wings making them flutter in the breeze like 


laundry on a clothes line. The young pilot stood 
halfway up the ridge of the mountain, struggling to 
keep the wings of the glider level. 


From the bottom of the hill the instructor yelled 
directions, “Nose up, nose down, steady ... okay go!” 


The pilot began running down the slope of the hill 
and raised the nose of the glider until the wind filled 
the wings lifting both man and glider off the ground.

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The novice pilot soared for almost 200 feet, his legs 
dangling in the air, until with a dip of its nose the 
glider swooped down, hit the ground and landed the 
pilot roughly on his stomach and knees. 

Randy Naylor got up, short of breath but with a 
big smile, and said, “I loved it ... for about three or 
four seconds!” 

Randy said his first experience at hang gliding was 
“Gust like you would imagine. It feels like the hill dis- 
appears but you don’t — and then you're just 
treading air.” 

Randy’s instructor, Bob Porter, has been hang 
gliding for seven years. Recently he moved to Utah 
from New Mexico, where he was president of the 
state’s hang gliding association. 


Hang lifts 


Randy and Porter walked up and down the south 
slope of Point of the Mountain as Randy took several 
runs at learning to fly. As Randy carried the glider 
up the hill for the fifth time he said, “They have ski 
lifts; now we need hang gliding lifts.” 

“Yeah, then we could pay $10 a day to go flying,” 
Porter replied. 

Once again harnessed to the glider, Randy stood 
on the slope and tried to steady the wings of the 
glider. But the wind caught him unprepared, and as 
he took off running, he was lifted into the air and 
soared most of the way down the hill before landing 
on his feet. _ 

“The takeoff is the most difficult to learn,” Porter 
says. “Once you can handle a clean takeoff, you’ll 
get up sooner and go farther. 

“When you get up it’s a matter of control. You 
shove your body the way you want to go. You have to 
be sensitive to the wind,” he advises. 


‘Like a bird’ 

“Hang gliding is the closest thing to flying like a 
bird,” comments Mike McCandless, from Salt Lake 
City. “The glider feels like part of you and you use 
your body weight and muscle movements to fly. 
You’re doing it, not just using controls or a steering 
wheel,” he says. 

Most of the pilots who converge at Point of the 
Mountain belong to the Utah Hang Gliding Associa-

Musically, it is

Jarre has composed a 
score for this big screen 
spectacle in the tradition 
of his ‘‘Lawrence of 
Avabiaa. and <7.

But there are dif- 
ferences between the 
film and the novel. The 
screenwriters chose to 
concentrate on action 
rather than on moral 
commentary. Edward’s 
awakening to the plight 
of his subjects, and 
Tom’s flirtation with 


potential abuse of prin- 
cely power, are handled 
with restraint. This is 
good, since films are not 


as effective vehicles for: 


lengthy exposition as 
books are. 


Strong cast 


The cast of ‘Crossed 
Swords” is well chosen 
and well directed with 
few exceptions. George 
C. Scott as the Ruffler — 
a defrocked priest whose 
monastery was . broken 
up by Henry VIII — is 
tremendous. His charac- 
ter may well epitomize 
the general state of the 
religious world then and 
now. 

Charlton Heston, as 
Henry VIII, did an ad- 
mirable job, considering 
Orson Welles should 
have been cast for the 
role. Doctoring-up tennis 
buff Heston with pounds 
of makeup and what 
must have constituted 
half the wardrobe allot- 
ment for the production, 
helped achieve the illu- 
sion of the dying, fat 
king. Under that much 
paraphernalia, Heston’s 
gasps and wheezes may 
have been real.

Oliver Reed played 
the part of Miles Hen- 
don, the man who saves 
the disguised Edward 
from an angry mob and 
eventually leads the 
prince back to London 
for the coronation. Hen- 
don must be dignified 
and harsh, a lover and a 


fighter, a skeptic and a 
believer, all in one. Reed 
handles each nuance of 
this complex individual 
with equal skill. 


Poor acting 
One of the few excep- 


tions to an otherwise 
strong cast is Raquel 
Welch. As in most of her 
roles, she has more dif- 
ficulty remaining within 
the limits of -her 


costumes than the limits. 


of her part. Miss Welch 
is never a disappoint- 
ment, however, because 
one never expects much 
from her. Fortunately, in 
this production, she has 
several moments of 
silence before her first 
line. 

Mark Lester 
(‘Oliver’) played the 
dual role of Edward and 
Tom. However, his 
physical and emotional 
limitations created in- 
consistencies which were 
disappointing. He was 
too skinny not to be 
laughed at, and he never 
reacted appropriately to 
the impact of his situa- 
tion as an ousted Prince 
of Wales.

however, there were 
some strong points to his 
performance. Some of 
his scenes with Miles 
were touching, and dur- 
ing a bout in the Ruf- 
fler’s camp he captured 
a good measure of prin- 
cely dignity. 

The question to con- 
sider in Lester’s. case 
now; is whether or not 
films hold and future for 
him. He has arrived at 
the transitional stage 


between child’s parts 


and adult roles. Many 


studios are reluctant to . 


give such performers a 
chance despite past suc- 
cesses. 

What ever flaws may 
be apparent in “Crossed 
Swords,” its strengths 
outweigh its weaknesses. 
Some may complain 
that the film lacks depth 
and significance. Some 
may be offended that the 
screenplay alters the 
origina! story. Some may 
bemoan another big- 
budget spectacle with 
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big-budget stars who are 
never permitted to 
develop well-rounded 
characters. 


Although these 
criticisms have a 
modicum of truth, the 
primary intent of this 
film is entertainment. 
That is the business to 
which the Salkinds have 
dedicated themselves, as 
evidenced by their other 
box office success. And 
“Crossed Swords” will 
be added to that list as a 
film to be enjoyed by 
people who want a 
“rollicking good time.”
